When I am fatisfhied thar ir is for the 
Honour of God, and the Service of Chri- 
Rianiry, as well as for the peace and lafe- 
ty of the Church, not to conſider or 
an{wer our Adverſaries, but to let them

write on, and triumph on tlie ruins of our ' 
Chriſtian Faith ; I will take up, and live 
by the wile and quiet rules of the Monk, 
(whether of Wirtenberg or Weſtminſter) not 
to trouble my ſelf or the World with 
imperrinent Studying, or Writing, bur to 
go oftner into the Cellar, or the Refecto- 
ry, than into Library. But | was unhappt- 
ly put upon examining, and managing 
this Controverſy, as formerly the Popiſh, 
by my Superiors of che greateſt Notre and 
Eminence ; and my preſent Lord of Can» 
rerbury larely deſired me to anſwer the 
fore-mentioned Book of Mr. Toland's, 
and 'twas againſt this I chiefly directed 
my Sermon, and that with a delign to 
publiſh ic. In order to theſe ends I ap- 
plied my felt ro conſult, and read cares 
tully the beſt Antiquity, from whence 
] have taken all my Thoughts and No- 
tions about thole Matters; and this | ſup- 
pole to be the beſt Method, to take the 
Controverly as it lies there, tdlave' ic fell 
into the Hands of Nice School men, who 
perplex and entangle every thing, Iam 
very will.ng to leara further of my

more learned Brethren of 1 ſemmſter, but 
am loath to be injured by the Miltakes 


and Milunderftandings of any, and in- 
deed of One. or Two of the: m., from 
whence your Lordſhip and others have 


received ſome miſtaken Accounts, and 


undue Prejudices again{t my Sermon on 
Trinity Sunday ; they, ut leems, had drawn 
up a Paper, and were order'd to write 
to me, and to acquaint me with thoſe 
things that were objected againſt it, and 
this was a fair and right Method; and 
fince you- were not farified with what 
we talked, as I thought you had, I de- 
fired this might be purſued ; but upon 
this, your Lordihip and they thought

1. As tothe Firſt, The Quotation out 
of Biſhop Pierſon, ro charge that as un- 
faithfully made, which it ſeems was doae, 
is to queſtion not only my Honeſty, and 
my Underſtanding, bur even my E.ye-fight 
too: The Words were thele, The Name of. 
God taken abſolutely, is often in Scripture ſpoken 
of the Father, and in many Places is to be tas 
ken particularly for the Fatber, and from 
hence he is ſtiled One God, the True God, the On- 
ly True God ; and this, he lays further, is a moſt 
_ neceſſary. truth, for the avoiding Multiplication 
and Plurality of Gods, he laying the Unity 
mainly here, as I have done ; tho | cake in. 
alſo Unity of Eflence and Eſſencial Perte- 
Ctions, and of inſeparable Emanation trom 
the Father, and incxiſtence in one another. 
I did not wonder at other Cavils made a- 
gainſt my Sermon, when] heard of that 
made againſt this Quocarion : Any one 
that has Biſhop Purſm on the Creed by.

eſcaped Cenſure, had he now Preached 
them; and fince I laid ſo great a ſtreſs 
in my Sermon upon the ſame No- 
tion, That the Term God, ard one God, 
was predicated eminently, and abſolutely of 
God the Father im Scripture, and that this 
Was obſerved by a great many others, as Well 
as by Biſhop Pierlon, and is a very neceſs 
ſary Truth, as he lays, for avoiding Mul- 
tiplication, and - plurality of Gods, and 
ſo for anſwering the Charge of Tri- 
theiſm, T ſhall now produce ſufficienc 
Vouchers, and undeniable Authori- 
ties for it, and give you on the other 
ſide, ſome of thoſe Quotations, which 
I did not think ſo fic to repeat in the 
Pulpit, and they I hope, it duly con- 
ſidered, will fer chis matter right, and

2. The Second thing, objected is the 
word Equivocal, this was the great Of- 
fence, and indeed it was a very high one, 
as charged upon me, Viz, That I ſhould 
fay that Chriſt, and the Holy Ghoſt, 
were God only Equivocally ; but this is 
the falleſt thing, and the greateſt Mi- 
ſtake in the World ; I told your Lordſhip 
ſo at firſt, when you mention'd it to me, 
and I do now moſt tolemaly profels it 
to be ſo, even in Yerbo Sacerdotis, ſince 
that has been put to me : I cannot think 
any of my moſt prejudiced Hearers will 
afhrm that I ſaid thole Words, if they 


do, I am ſure 'tis not true; there are not. 
any ſuch in my Notes, which I ſhewed 
and read quickly after tro Your Lordjhip 


and Dr. Þ—, and allo ro Dr. Br——, ar 


Dr. H—k's Houſe. This I thought 
might have given fatisfaCtion. to Your. 


Lordſhip, and to them, and I ſuppoſed 
it had done (o, atthe laſt Chapter juſt 
beiore I. went to the Commencement. I 


lictle expected. co have heard any thing 


more. 
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more of this again, but in my abſence 
it ſeems you thought fir to renew it, 
and I ſhrewdly gueſs by whoſe Inſti- 
gation, by thoſe who are of late very 
angry, and concern'd for the loſs of 
ſomething elle,bef1des the Chriſtian Faith. 
But I did ule the word Equivocal, and 
that even about the Term God, and the 
Trinity and Unity ; and this ſounds ill, 
and gave occaſion to lome of my Hearers, 
and eſpecially to my Two offended 
Brethren, as the Letter calls them, to 
conceive, and to collect, for it can be 
no more, that I aſſerted that Chriſt, and 
the Holy Ghoſt were God only Equi- 
vocally : I cannot help their conceiving 
or imagining, or collefting this; I am 
ſure no ſuch Words were ſaid by me, nor 
any thing from whence any ſuch Con-+ 
ſequence or Collection ſhould follow, or 
be made by them, they might as well 
have conceived and colleted, and as 
truly have charged me, that I ſhould 
ſay that God the Father was God only 
Equivocally, as Chriſt or the Holy 
Ghoſt : There was the ſame Reaſon and

Equivocal, and from any thing I ſaid a-

I faid, I read to them afterwards, That the 
Word God, and his being One, and Three, 
and when it is ſaid, God the Father is one 
God, and that all the Three perſons are one God, 
that thoſe Terms are not to be taken in the 
fame ſenſe, the ſame reſpeft and conſideration, 
but in different, and ſo are Equivocal. 1 
think no Orthodox Divine of Learning 
and Underſtanding in thoſe matters will 
gainſay this, nothing being more com- 
mon among them, than the word God 
to be taken either #no4;, Or Snomms;, El- 
ſentially or Perſonally, or. ſometimes 
Eminently and Abſolutely for God the 
Father , ſometimes: for. the Divine: Per- 
ſons together, and ſometimes for one a- 
lone. Crellius indeed is very. angry, and 
diſpleaſed: with theſe. DiſtinCtions , theſe 
ditferent and Equivocal Senſes, and he had 
o0d reaſon, for they are the true and the 
only Anſwer to his laboured Book, De Uno

of Petavius's both, upon this occaſion, -on 
the other fide , which will give a great 
deal of light to this matter, of the Term 
God being raken differently and ambigu- 
ouſly.

Perverſe and Angry Men, tyed up to 
their own Models and narrow Syſtems, 
might have made as great a Work, and 
ftirred up as great Suſpitions, Conteſts 
and Diflentions among, our ſelves, a few 
Years ago, about ſeveral Points relating 
to thoſe Popiſh Controverſies, as abour 
the Real Preſence, Juſtification, Good 
Works, and the like, as have been more 
lately, and very unhappily raiſed about 
the Trinity, and have given as great an 
advantage to the common Enemy by ſo 
doing : And no doubt the one would 
have took hold of it, and improved it 
as much againſt the common Cauſe then, 
as the others have done ſince. But tho' 
I think it would nave been -very impru-

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Truth for fear of loſing Peace, yet com- 
mon Prudence and Chrittian Charity, and 
a hearty concern for the common Cauſe, 
ſhould make all Writers agree in one 
Caſe as well as the other, notwirhſtand- 
ing ſome litrle difference of Thoughts and 
Expreſſions, and not break out into a 
Civil War among our felves, while we 
are oppoſing a publick Enemy, when in 
the main we do agree in the fame Do- 
Arine,. the ſame Article and Confeſſion, 
as 'tis expreſt by our Church.

The Scotiſts and Thos 
miſts have their known Differences and 
Parties about thoſe and other things ; Cos 
preolus and Aureolus differ throughout; fo 
do the Jeſuites and Dominicans, Molma

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with Thomas, and Cajetan, Valentia, Suarez 
and Pafquez, tho all Jeſuites, yer diſpute 
fiercely with one another ; the two lat- 
ter eſpecially, about the famous Queſlti- 
on of a common Subliſtence in the Tri- 
nity, whilſt Arriba is very zealous againſt 
them all, for allowing Aliqud Relativum 
as well as A4bſolutum in the Trinity. And 
ro name no others, Tanner, Ruiz and 4r- 
riaga oppole one another, and thoſe that 
have gone before them, in ſeveral high 
Points, as do indeed all their Modern Wri- 
ters, taking the part ſometimes of Scotus, 
and ſometimes of Thomas, and ſometimes 
differing from both, and always from 
thoſe that wrote a little before them : 
They diſpute Problemarically, and hold 
different Opinions concerning theſe Trini- 
tarian Points,as much as other "Theological

we may ſee he Favours, whilſt all of 
them till agree in the common Faith of 
the Article, as 'tis determined and ex- 
preſt in the words of their Church.. So 
long as they do this, none of their Infal- 
lible Popes, or wiſe Biſhops, have thoughr 
fit to 'interpole. by their Authority, or to 
determine on one fide or other, or to im- 
poſe ſilence upon all, netrwithRtanding 
the mighy plenitude of their Ecclefiaſti- 
cal Authority, and the wretched Slave- 
ry Which hath been complained. of un- 
der it, even the worſt of Slaveries to 
rational Creatures, that of - their Minds 
and Thoughts; Notwithſtanding that, 
it ſeems, their own Members, and their 
| Learned .Men have a free Liberty of 
venting their private Thoughts and diffe- 
rent Sentiments, even in- thoſe high mart- 
ters, {o long as they conlent and ſub- 
ſcribe to the general Do&trine of their 
Church, Nay, which is more ſtrange, 
and more to be wondered at, they have 
never cenſured, that I know of, thoſe 
known and exceptionable Paſſages and 
bold Afertions in Durandus, Aliaco, Eraſe 
ms,

mus, Genebrard, and others, of Three Gods 
in a Perſonal ſenſe, and of Cajetan, Mo- 
lina, . Javellus, and abundance of - their 
celebrated Writers, holding Three Eter- 
nals and Omnipotents, and Interpreting 
the Athanaſian Creed ſo as to make thoſe 
Adjectives lignifie only Subſtantively and 
Eſſentially. While they allow this Free- 
dom, Liberty and Laticude to their Friends 
and to one another, they give no quar- 
ter to their Adverſaries out of their Com- 
munion, -but purſue them, and. particu- 
larly Mr. Calvin, with the:heavieſt,Char- 
ges of Blaſphemy and -Tritheiſn1, Nay, 
even of Atheiſm, for the: leaſt .unwary 


and exceptionable Expreſſions about the 


Trinity, as may' be ſeen in” Genebrard de 


Trin. Fevardentius's Theomachia, Salmero's 


Diſput. Poſſevin in Atheiſmis, and: others. 


The Reaſon is plain, they hated them 


upon other Accounts, and were reſolv- 
ed to quarrel with them upon all Occa- 
ſions they could find : They bore an ho- 
ſtile Mind and inveterate Spirit, and im- 
placable Malice againſt them for other 
Reaſons, and therefore lay at Catch, to

Accuſe and Expoſe them, tho' never fo 
falfly and unjuſtly, and reſolved to per- 
ſue the Charge of Hereſie againſt them 
in all Points where there was the leaſt 
ſhadow or colour, and eſpecially in fo 
render a point as this of the Trinity, 
where 'tis ſo eaſie to make it .with a 
little Spite and Malice, and fo hard to 
avoid it with the utmoſt Caution, upon 
ſo Nice and Difficult a Subjet. The 
Learned Friends of the Reformation 
have ſufficiently cleared and vindicated 
Mr. Calvin's Orthodoxy in thoſe Points, 
notwithſtanding ſome tew Expreſſions, by 
which he diſlikes calling the Trinity one 
God, exc. as not ſtrictly Scriptural, ( n 
Epiſt. ad Polon ) and it would have been 
looked upon as a very odious and ill 
Office, to the Service of Popery and 
Diſhonour of the Reformation, if any 
Proteſtant had joined with his Popiſh 
Enemies and Accuſers, and countenan- 
ced or maintained the ſame Charge a- 
ainſt him. If there were a true Spirit 
of Chriſtian Charity, Love and Good 
Will among us, our Differences and

Difſentions about the Trinity would 
quickly be at an end, however high 
they have been carried of late by ſome 
among us.

tially, and ſometimes perſonally, ſometimes 
abſtratly and ſometimes concretely, ſome- 
times ſubſtantively and fometimes adjeQive- 
ly, ſometimes indefinitely and ſometimes pre- 
ciſely, ſometimes abſolutely eminently and 
appropriately, and ſometimes particularly and 
connotatively.
